The  Mayor  concluded  the 

evening  with  a short,  spirited  her  commitment  to  all  those  tradition  and  which  are  so 
thanks  and  reaffirmation  of  values  hallowed  by  Jewish  much  a part  of  B’nai  B’rith. 


This  year,  1983,  marks  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  Warsaw 
Ghetto  Uprising. 

Forty  years  have  passed  since  a pathetic  little  band  of  Jews 
made  a last  desperate  bid  for  freedom  against  the  wholesale  in- 
sanity of  their  crazed  oppressors. 

The  horror  that  was  the  Holocaust  is  the  lowest  point  in  our 
long  and  difficult  history  as  a people.  And  yet. ..and  yet... 

Despite  the  madness,  despite  the  incredible  depravity  to  which 
we  have  been  subjected,  we  have  gone  on,  we  have  survived. 

The  following  article,  brought  to  our  attention  by  Lillian 
Laks,  seemed  somehow  appropriate  to  reprint  at  this  time  of 
remembrance.  Written  by  one  of  the  world's  great  authors  and 
entitled  “The  Immortal  Jews”,  we  share  it,  here,  with  you. 

“If  the  statistics  are  right,  the  Jews  constitute  but  one  per  cent 
of  the  human  race.  It  suggests  a nebulous  dim  puff  of  star  dust 
lost  in  the  blaze  of  the  Milky  Way.  Properly  the  Jew  ought  hard- 
ly to  be  heard  of;  but  he  is  heard  of,  has  always  been  heard  of. 
He  is  as  prominent  on  the  planet  as  any  other  people,  and  his 
commercial  importance  is  extravagantly  out  of  proportion  to  the 
smallness  of  his  bulk.  His  contributions  to  the  world’s  list  of 
great  names  in  literature,  science,  art,  music,  finance,  medicine, 
and  abstruse  learning  are  also  way  out  of  proportion  to  the 
weakness  of  his  numbers.  He  has  made  a marvellous  flight  in 
this  world  in  all  the  ages;  and  has  done  it  with  his  hands  tied 
behind  him.  He  could  be  vain  of  himself  and  be  excused  for  it. 
The  Egyptian,  the  Babylonian,  and  the  Persian  rose,  filled  the 
planet  with  sound  and  splendour,  then  faded  to  dream-stuff  and 
passed  away;  the  Greek  and  the  Roman  followed,  and  made  a 
vast  noise,  and  they  are  gone;  other  peoples  have  sprung  up  and 
held  their  torch  high  for  a time,  but  it  burned  out,  and  they  sit  in 
twilight  now,  or  have  vanished.  The  Jew  saw  them  all,  beat  them 
all,  and  is  now  what  he  always  was,  exhibiting  no  decadence,  no 
infirmities  of  age,  no  weakening  of  his  parts,  no  slowing  of  his 
energies,  no  dulling  of  his  alert  and  aggressive  mind.  All  things 
are  mortal  but  the  Jew;  all  other  forces  pass,  but  he  remains. 
What  is  the  secret  of  his  immortality?”

Aspects  of  Balebatishe  Judaism

More  than  ever,  the  synagogue  remains  the  central  in- 
stitution of  Jewish  life  today.  And  for  all  the  talk  and 
debate  over  Rabbis,  Cantors,  and  synagogue  officials, 
the  backbone  of  every  synagogue  remains  the  kind  of 
balebatim,  members,  who  belong.  Of  course  as  a Rabbi 
it  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  me  to  be  objective  about 
balebatim,  for  as  Rabbi  Israel  Salanter  said  in  the  19th 
century,  “a  Rabbi  whose  balebatim  do  not  wish  to  drive 
him  out  of  town  is  no  Rabbi;  a Rabbi  whose  balebatim 
do  drive  him  out  of  town  is  no  man!”  Yet  without  being 
overly  simplistic,  it  is  possible  to  speak  of  4 kinds  of 
balebatim  — corresponding  to  the  4 sons  of  the  hag- 
gadah  that  are  so  familiar  to  us  all:  the  wise,  the  wicked, 
the  simple,  and  the  one  unable  to  question. 


The  first  balebos,  I would  call  the  Apathetic  Balebos, 
and  he  constitutes  the  majority  of  members.  He  is  seen 
but  a few  times  a year,  perhaps  at  a barmizvah  or  a 
Yizkor,  or  the  High  Holidays.  The  synagogue  is  very 
peripheral  to  his  priorities  — as  long  as  it  is  there  when 
he  needs  it.  In  his  relation  to  his  Judaism,  he  readily 
acknowledges  his  ignorance  and  his  failure  to  observe 
the  traditions  of  Judaism.  In  the  terminology  of  the 
haggadah,  he  is  the  simple  son,  the  tarn,  standing  at  a 
distance,  unfamiliar  and  uninvolved.  1 have  ambivalent 
feelings  towards  this  person:  on  the  one  hand  he  pro- 
vides the  substance  and  material  security  of  the 
synagogue;  on  the  other  hand  1 cannot  help  a feeling  of 
despair  and  disappointment  whenever  I meet  such  a 
balebos,  in  the  knowledge  that  we  have  failed  them  — 
that  they  are  not  so  much  apathetic,  as  pathetic,  the  last 
link  in  the  great  chain  of  tradition,  these  semi- 
assimilated,  spiritually-frayed  Jews. 


The  second  kind,  is  the  Know-All  Balebos.  This  one, 
as  opposed  to  the  first,  is  so  involved  and  committed 
that  he  knows  exactly  what  is  wrong  with  the 
synagogue,  the  Rabbi,  the  Cantor  and  the  officials  of 
the  institution.  He  is  the  first  to  note  errors  and  criticize 
failings  — quick  to  point  out  how  things  should  have 
been  done.  He  is  the  son  unable  to  ask,  for  he  does  not 
ask  questions,  he  only  answers  them!  To  ask  a question 
means  that  one  does  not  know  the  answer,  and  he  would 
never  admit  to  such  shortcomings.  A variation  on  this 
kind,  is  the  balebos  who  never  asks  any  shailes,  ques- 
tions on  Jewish  law.  A good  Rabbi  knows  that  a balebos 
who  never  has  any  such  questions  or  problems,  is 
spiritually  stagnating  and  more  than  likely  not  experien- 
cing any  religious  growth. 


Number  three,  is  the  Liberated  Balebos.  He  is  the  one 
who  considers  himself  liberated  from  all  those  op- 
pressive laws  and  rituals  that  belonged  in  the  shtetl,  but 
not  here.  Like  the  wicked  son  of  the  haggadah  he  asks 
cynically,  “why  do  you  need  to  bother  with  all  those  an- 
cient strictures,  leftovers  from  another  age?”  To  him 
the  heart  is  all  that  counts,  this  “cardiac  Jew.”  And  yet 
he  is  far  from  liberated,  for  as  the  haggadah  says  he  is 
the  kind  of  Jew  who  would  have  remained  in  Egypt 
rather  than  go  forth  to  Mount  Sinai  with  its  Torah  and 
commandments.  Instead  of  embracing  that  true 
freedom,  he  would  have  preferred  the  luxurious  bon- 
dage of  Egypt! 

Finally,  there  is  the  Wise  Balebos.  Unlike  the  others, 
he  cares  deeply  for  the  well  being  of  the  shul;  he  is  there 
regularly,  at  least  once  a week;  he  knows  human  frailty 
and  sensitivity,  he  knows  that  a kind  word  can  do  far 
more  than  stinging  criticism;  he  is  anxious  to  learn,  to 
ask  genuine  questions,  to  contemplate  the  real  possibili- 
ty of  his  own  errors,  because  he  realizes  that  to  err  is 
human.  And  above  all,  he  clings  to  our  traditions,  our 
laws,  our  customs  because  he  knows  deep  down  that 
these  are  the  very  guts  of  Jewish  life,  giving  us  substance 
and  survival,  and  reason  to  be  proud  to  carry  the  name 
“Jew.”  Thank  God  that  every  synagogue  is  blessed  with 
balebatim  such  as  he  — for  without  him  no  synagogue 
could  survive  very  long. 

These  are  the  four  balebatim  — can  you  recognize 
yourself  among  them? 


StrasmanrUS 
being  unfair 

“Reagan’s  threats  against 
Israel  are  unjust,  unfair  and 
unproductive,”  said  Gavriel 
Strasman,  Assistant  Editor-in- 
Chief  of  Israel’s  leading  daily 
newspaper,  Maariv.

Although  I 
the  topic,  “Thirty-five  years 
of  Statehood  — A Balance 
Sheet”  was  a broad  one,  the 
discussion  centered  on  the  - 
situation  in  Lebanon  and  the 
Begin  government. 

It  was  Mr.  Strasman’s  opi- 
nion that  total  Israeli 
withdrawal  from  Lebanon  was 
not  possible  as  long  as  Syria 
and  the  PLO  has  a presence 
there.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the 
PLO  has  lost  much  of  its 
power  since  they  were  dispers- 
ed, they  have  now  turned 
towards  using  psychological 
warfare  by  discrediting  Israel 
on  the  international  level  with 
stories  of  poisoned  teenage 
girls  and  stoning  of  school 
children,  as  well  as  causing 
dissention  among  ethnic 
groups  living  in  Israel.

Notes  for  Seniors

Today’s  comments  are  directed  towards  those  of  you 
who  anticipate  that  your  parent  or  parents  or  husband 
or  wife  may  be  coming  to  (hat  stage  where  they  can  no 
longer  adequately  or  safely  care  for  themselves.  The  ad- 
justments around  loss  of  independence  are  extremely 
difficult  for  all  concerned,  but  can  be  made  slightly 
smoother  if  needs  are  anticipated. 

I strongly  advise  all  older  people  who  qualify  to  ac- 
quire extended  health  coverage.  In  the  event  that  home- 
nursing care  or  supervision  become  necessary,  the  enor- 
mous expenses  involved  can  be  substantially  defrayed. 
Perhaps  a graphic  illustration  will  put  the  costs  into 
perspective,  as  I recently  had  occasion  to  price  the  ser- 
vices of  a Registered  Nursing  Assistant. 

The  cost  of  an  RNA  is  seventy-five  dollars  for  an 
eight-hour  shift.  Round-the-clock  care  for  a patient 
convalescing  at  home  (and  we  are  discussing  now  a 
Registered  Nursing  Assistant,  not  a Registered  Nurse)  is 
therefore  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  a 
substantial  sum  for  anyone,  but  especially  so  for  those 
on  a fixed  income.  Extended  health  coverage  is  relative- 
ly inexpensive,  but  it  can  sustain  your  independence 
longer  and  I urge  you  to  keep  that  option  open.  Discuss 
it  with  your  tamily  and  I’m  sure  they’ll  support  you  in 
this  decision.

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Youth  Aliyah  major  factor  in 
absorption  of  Ethiopian  youth 


A group  of  Ethiopian  boys  recently  arrived  in  Israel  happily 
poses  for  the  camera,  surrounded  by  Israeli  flags  decorating  the 
tents  which  are  their  homes. 


“It’s  good  to  be  among 
Jews,”  Abraham  declared. 
“We  want  to  be  good  soldiers, 
good  citizens,  and  sports 
champions.  Israel  will  be  pro- 
ud of  us.” 

Abraham  is  one  of  35  Ethio- 
pian Jewish  youngsters  who 
spent  last  summer  in  “camp” 
at  Talpiot  Hadera  Youth 
Aliyah  Village.  Like  the  others 
in  the  group,  he'd  arrived  in 
Israel  two  years  before,  and 
spoke  fluent  Hebrew.  Recall- 
ing his  arrival,  he  said,  ‘‘It  was 
like  a dream.  We  clapped  our 
hands  and  we  sang.  The  older 
ones  kissed  the  soil  of  Eretz 
Israel.  Israeli  authorities  were 
waiting  for  us,  they  invited  us 
to  eat  and  provided  us  with  ac- 
commodations.” 

Language  a problem 

What  were  the  first  real  dif- 
ficulties? “The  language,” 
Yossef  replies.  “I  understood 
nothing  around  me.  At  school 
it  was  very  difficult,  but  the 
Israeli  kids  helped  us  a lot.” 

David,  when  asked  how  he 
liked  life  in  Israel,  answered, 
“I  enjoy  it  here.  I study  in  the 
Youth  Alivah  school  during 
the  year.  Here,  in  Talpit 
Village,  we  mix  with  Israeli 
kids  and  that’s  very  important 
to  me.  We  want  to  be  like 
Israeli  youth,  exactly  like 
them.” 

Daniel  spoke  enviously  of 
several  of  the  older  boys  who 
were  leaving  Talpiot  Hadera; 
they’d  been  accepted  in  the 
Yemin  Orde  Village  in  the 
Galilee,  where  they  will  study 
electronics. 

David  started  to  talk  about 
his  family  who  were  living  in 
the  south  of  Israel.  He’d  come 
to  Talpiot  Hadera  from  the 
Netiv  HaMaale  Youth  Village, 
located  near  his  family’s 
home.  In  Ethiopia,  David  had 
attended  a non- Jewish  school, 
and  studied  English.  Did  all 
the  parents  send  their  children 
to  school?  “No,  most  of  the 
young  ones  in  our  place  were 
shepherds.  Was  there  any 
Jewish  life  at  home?  “Oh, 
yes,”  replied  Daniel,  “we  kept 
Shabbat.  We  did  not  work, 
did  not  light  any  fire,  and  we 
lit  candles  on  Friday  evening 
and  made  Kiddush.  On  Shab- 
bat morning  we  went  to  pray 
in  our  synagogue.” 

Proud  of  sports  prowess 

Like  most  young  healthy 
children,  the  boys  at  Talpiot 
Hadera  are  active  in  sports, 
especially  basketball.  The 
various  Youth  Aliyah  Village 
teams  play  against  each  other, 
tournament-style.  “My  team, 
says  Yossef  proudly,  “is  the 
football  youth  champion  of 
Israel.”  “We  played  against 
the  Maccabi  Hadera  team.” 
adds  Solomon,  “and  we  won 
twice,  We  got  two  medals!” 
The  boys  are  proud  of  their 
sports  prowess,  and  they  are 
confident  that  Ethiopians  will 
be  Israel’s  future  champions. 

When  asked  for  suggestions 
on  how  to  make  integration 
easier  for  future  Ethiopian 
Olim,  the  boys  all  agreed, 
“Let  them  meet  other  Ethio- 
pians like  us  who  have  already 
integrated.  Then,  tell  the 
parents  that  if  they  want  to 
settle  in  Beer  Sheva  or  Netivot 
(in  the  South)  because  they  can 
find  work  there,  let  them  send 
their  children  to  the  Youth 


Aliyah  Villages.  It’s  better  not 
to  be  left  alone  with  your  own 
group.  It’s  better  to  mix  with 
Israeli  kids,  they  help  us  with 
our  homework,  and  make 
friends  with  us.” 

Who  would  be  willing  to  be 
a “madrich”  (group  leader) 
for  new  immigrants?  Their 
hands  shot  up.  “We’ll  do  it. 
We’ll  do  it,”  they  shouted. 

Effective  program 

Despite  the  hardships  in- 
volved, and  some  setbacks, 
Israel  has  developed  an  effec- 
tive program  for  integrating 
their  newest  immigrants. 
Youth  Aliyah,  which  has  been 
caring  for  immigrant  Jewish 
youth  since  1933,  when  it  was 
established  to  bring  the  en- 
dangered Jewish  children  of 
Germany  to  Palestine,  is  a ma- 
jor factor  in  helping  the  Ethi- 
pian  youngsters  adjust  to  their 
new  environment.  Close  to  400 
children  and  adolescents  are  in 
attendance  at  21  Youth  Aliyah 
schools,  where  they  are  receiv- 
ing language  instruction, 
education,  and  vocational 
training.  The  younger  children 
(6-12)  attend  the  local  religious 
state  schools.  Youth  between 
the  ages  of  12-18  are  taken  to 
Youth  Aliyah’s  religious 
schools  after  a period  of  ad- 
justment at  an  integration 
center,  the  first  stop  for  all 
newcomers.  Six  integration 
centers  were  operating  last 
Spring,  serving  over  900  Olim. 

While  the  majority  of  young 
people  in  Youth  Aliyah  today 
are  born  in  Israel,  and  come 
from  disadvantaged  families, 
Youth  Aliyah  still  regards  its 
task  in  absorbing  and 
educating  new  immigrant 
children  as  a major  objective. 
The  Ethiopian  children  who 
arrive  in  Israel  are  often 
undernourished,  illiterate  and 
terribly  frightened.  Youth 
Aliyah  helps  them  regain  a 
sense  of  security  and  of  self- 
esteem, bridging  the  gap  bet- 
ween them  and  other  children. 

As  Israel’s  social  problems 
changed  over  the  years.  Youth 
Aliyah  adapted  its  program  to 
meet  the  new  challenges.  Its 
basic  strategy  has, 
nonetheless,  remained  consis- 
tent: caring  for  children  main- 
ly in  residential  institutions, 
youth  villages,  and  kibbutzim. 
In  1982,  close  to  18,000  young 
people,  mostly  in  the  12-18  age 
group,  were  cared  for  in  34 
youth  villages  and  boarding 
schools,  109  yeshivas  (the 
largest  group  in  Youth 
Aliyah),  over  200  kibbutzim,  a 


number  of  moshavim,  and  20 
full-day  centers.  Students 
unable  to  cope  with  the  usual 
educational  framework  are 
cared  for  in  6 residential 
educational  institutions 
operated  and  financed  by 
Youth  Aliyah. 

Youth  Aliyah’s  activities 
and  facilities  are  funded  from 
various  sources.  Over  90%  of 
its  $52  million  budget  for 
fiscal  year  1982/83  came  from 
the  United  Jewish  Ap- 
peal/United Israel  Appeal  in 
the  U.S.,  and  similar  cam- 
paigns world-wide.  Special 
Youth  Aliyah  committees  rais- 
ed about  $5  million  toward  the 
total. 

Contributes  60  - 100% 

The  Jewish  Agency  con- 
tributes between  60%-100% 
of  the  actual  cost  of 
maintenance  of  youngsters  in 
Youth  Aliyah,  according  to 
the  type  of  institution,  and 
whether  or  not  it  is  owned  by 
the  Agency.  In  those  facilities 
where  Youth  Aliyah  students 
make  up  at  least  40%  of  the 
population,  the  Agency  also 
contributes  to  the  costs  for 
renovations  and  repairs,  in  ad- 
dition to  food  and  clothing  ex- 
penses, celebrations  (Bar  Mitz- 
vahs,  etc.)  and  a variety  of 
miscellaneous  expenditures. 

Celebrates  Golden  Jubilee 

This  year  Youth  Aliyah  is 
celebrating  its  Golden  Jubilee, 
marking  50  years  of  service  to 
the  Jewish  people.  Through 
the  programs  and  facilities  of 
Youth  Aliyah,  supported  by 
the  Jewish  Agency  and  others, 
over  200,000  Jewish 
youngsters  from  all  over  the 
world  have  found  new  lives 
and  hope  for  a better  future, 
in  Israel. 

As  young  Abraham,  lately 
of  Ethiopia,  now  a resident  of 
Israel,  put  it,  “It  is  good  to  be 
among  Jews.  We  want  to  live 
here  and  die  here.  Jerusalem 
has  always  been  in  our  hearts. 
We  have  prayed  for  her,  we 
have  prayed  so  much!”

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Book  Review

In  A Big  Ugly  House  Far  From  Here 

by  Magda  Zalan 

Press  Porcepic,  Paper,  $6.95 


This  book  is  a departure 
from  my  usual  fare.  I have 
chosen  to  review  it  with  our 
community’s  children,  ages 
9-12,  in  mind. 

Magda  Zalan  speaks  can- 
didly about  how  history  first 
touched  her  when,  in  1942, 
bombs  began  to  fall  on 
Budapest.  “These  bombs 
taught  me  what  a conqueror 
was;  what  a war  was.  The 
bombs  of  the  Second  World 
War  changed  my  life'  almost 
overnight.  I was  only  six  years 
old  at  the  time...’’ 

Gently,  we  are  taken  back  in 
history  through  a child’s  eyes; 
a child  who,  because  she  is 
Hungarian,  lives  at  the 
“crossroads  of  nations,”  on 
the  border  between  the  East 
and  West.  Patriotism  is  not 
her  birthright;  rather,  the  fight 
for  patriotism. 

At  the  end  of  1956  and 
beginning  of  1957,  approx- 
imately 200,000  Hungarians 
with  nothing  but  their  clothing 
escaped  before  the  Russians 
closed  Hungarian  borders. 
Magda’s  father  urged  her: 
“Go  to  the  West.  Be  free.  You 
are  young,  you  can  still  find  a 
new  homeland.” 

But  memories  of  war  years 
especially  those  spent  In  a Big 
Ugly  House  Far  From  Here, 
loom  large  in  Magda  Zalan’s 
mind. 

Two  of  this  reviewer’s 
favorite  stories  are  “Aunt 
Lola”  and  “My  Fiance.”  In 
the  former,  the  children  of  the 
big  ugly  house  often  visit  near- 
by Bakats  Square,  “their 
forest,  their  meadow.”  It  is 
there  that  they  often  see  Aunt 
Lola,  an  eccentric  old  lady 
walking  her  pet  chicken.  “She 
had  the  thinnest  ankles.  It 
seemed  they  ought  to  break 
with  every  step  she  took  but 
above  them  were  calves  like 
cellos,  knotted  with  muscles.” 
One  day  Magda  and  her 
friends  found  out  why  Aunt 
Lola  had  such  legs.  In  the 
shambles  of  dreary  Bakats 
Square,  Aunt  Lola  ties  her 
chicken  to  a railing  and  she 
begins  to  dance  for  the

assembled  audience  of  ricket- 
ridden  children. 

“My  Fiance”  is  a story  of 
first  love.  A new  boy,  Zoltan 
Szigeti,  moves  into  the  big  ug- 
ly house.  He  can’t  go  to  school 
because  he  has  no  shoes. 
Magda  and  Zoltan  have  many 
adventures  but  the  most  poig- 
nant is  Zolta’s  teaching  Magda 
to  love  one  of  the  house  mice 
she  so  dreads.  The  two  friends 
have  a secret  meeting  place, 
“behind  the  wheels  and  cables 
of  the  old  elevator  which  with 
every  journey  screeches  and 
grates.” 

While  it’s  important  for  our 
children  to  know  of  Jewish 
children’s  deaths  and  suffer- 
ings during  the  Holocaust,  it  is 
also  important  they  be 
familiar  with  the  experiences 
of  non-Jewish  children. 
Magda  Zalan’s  stories  show 
that  decency  did  exist  during 
that  cruel  time. 

The  black  and  white  in- 
tricate drawings  of  Julius 
Varga  enhance  the  book  which 
is  well  worth  $6.95.

Pepin’s  update  on  the 
activities,  accomplishments 
and  goals  of  her  Council  in  its 
efforts  to  improve  the  status 
of  Canadian  women 
everywhere  should  be  of  in- 
terest to  all. 


Herzog  win  stunning 
upset  for  government 


Chaim  Herzog,  the  can- 
didate in  the  Labor  Align- 
ment, was  elected  Israel’s  sixth 
President  by  secret  ballot  in 
the  Knesset  in  March.  The 
vote  was  61-57.  There  were 
two  blank  ballots.  Herzog’s 
defeat  of  the  Likud  Coalition 
candidate,  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Menachem  Elon,  was  a 
stunning  political  setback  for 
Premier  Menachem  Begin’s 
government. 

Sources  within  the  coalition 
itself  called  for  th 
government’s  resignation 
because  it  was  clear  that  Her- 
zog’s victory  was  the  result  of 
defections  within  the  coali- 
tion’s Knesset  faction. 

Herzog,  who  will  be  sworn 
into  office  on  May  5,  suc- 
ceeding President  Yitzhak 
Navon,  pledged  after  his  elec- 
tion that  as  President  he  would 
strive  for  greater  unity  in 
Israel  and  would  devote 
himself  totally  to  serving  and 
representing  the  entire  na- 
tional regardless  of  political 
affiliation.  He  also  expressed 
his  “hope”  that  “during  my 
term  we  shall  reach  peace  with 
our  neighbors.” 

Cries  of  ‘Traitor’ 

Although  political  pundits 
had  predicted  a close  vote  and 
even  the  possibility  of  an 
upset,  it  was  generally  believed 
that  Elon  would  emerge  vic- 
torious to  become  the  first 
Israeli  President  since  Chaim 
Weizmann  not  affiliated  with 
the  Labor  Party.  That  belief 
was  based  on  the  conviction 
that  Likud  MKs  felt  it  was 
time  Israel  had  a President 
who  was  the  choice  of  the 
governing  party,  not  the  op- 
position. 

The  coalition  musters  a total 
of  64  votes  in  the  Knesset.  The 
margin  of  Herzog’s  victory  in- 
dicated that  seven  coalition 
MKs  failed  to  vote  for  the 
government’s  candidate.  This 
brought  cries  of  “traitor” 


from  the  Agudat  Israel  Party 
which  strongly  backed  Elon, 
himself  an  Orthodox  Jew  and 
an  authority  on  religious  law. 

Begin  visibly  shocked 

Begin  was  visibly  shocked 
when  Knesset  Speaker 
Menachem  Savidor  announc- 
ed the  results  of  the  vote.  He 
left  the  Knesset  chamber 
without  personally  con- 
gratulating the  victor.  But 
later  Begin  and  Elon  separate- 
ly telephoned  Herzog  to  offer 
their  congratulations  and  good 
wishes. 

The  blow  to  the  coalition 
and  to  Begin  personally  was 
compounded  by  the  fact  that 
this  was  the  second  time  dur- 
ing a Likud  administration 
that  the  ruling  party  failed  to 
elect  its  own  Presidential  can- 
didate. Retiring  President 
Navon  was  a Labor  MK 
before  his  election  five  years 
ago.  He  had  served  in  the 
Knesset  from  1974-77  when 
Premier  Yitzak  Rabin’s 
Labor-led  coalition  governed 
the  country. 

Begin  and  his  coalition  floor 
managers  held  a dour  post- 
mortem after  the  voting. 
“What  happened  is  very  sad- 
dening but  that  is  our 
democracy  and  now  we  must 
congratulate  the  elected  Presi- 
dent,” Begin  said.  Most  coali- 
tion members  conceded  that  it 
was  virtually  impossible  to 
find  out  which  of  their  col- 
leagues defected  because  of 
the  secret  ballot. 

But  at  least  one  Herut  MK, 
David  Magen,  infuriated  by 
the  “betrayal,”  warned  in  a 
radio  interview  that  it  would 
not  take  long  for  the  truth  to 
be  known.  There  are  members 
of  the  coalition,  he  said,  who 
will  “now  walk  with  an 
unclean  conscience.”  Magen 
added  that  he  thought  highly 
of  Herzog  personally  but  the 
issue  was  the  “trampling”  of 
coalition  discipline. 


The  Boy  Friend  by  Joe  Rosenblatt 

Poet-artist  to  open 
exhibit  here  May  12

Seven  years  ago  Joe 
Rosenblatt  was  in  Ottawa  to 
receive  the  1976  Governor 
General’s  Award  for  his  col- 
lection of  poetry,  Top  Soil. 
May  12,  he’s  back  in  Ottawa, 
this  time  to  open  an  exhibition 
of  his  unique  ink  drawings,  a 
phantasmagoric  visual  garden 
of  the  animal  kingdom,  an  ex- 
tension of  his  rich  poetic  im- 
agination. 

One  of  Canada’s  most  in- 
novative artists,  Rosenblatt 
writes  about  and  draws  bees, 
butterflies,  bullfrogs  and  fish. 
This  particular  exhibition  at 
Den  Art  Gallery,  724  Bank 
Street,  compliments  his  for- 
thcoming book,  Brides  of  the 
Stream  (Oolichan  Press),  an 
epic  proem,  combining  prose 
and  poetry,  paying  tribute  to  a 
huge  steelhead  trout,  a gnaw- 
ing monster  within  Rosenblatt 
to  whom  he  must  respond. 

Joe  Rosenblatt  grew  up  in 
the  working  class  Jewish  area 
of  Kensington  in  Toronto.  His 
uncle  Nathan  was  a 
fishmonger  on  Baldwin  Street 
and  every  Friday  he  spent 
most  of  his  day  clubbing  fish 
to  grace  Sabbath  dinner 
tables.  The  power  of  the  killer 
began  working  on 
Rosenblatt’s  childhood  im- 
agination, a specific  killer 
whom  he  both  loved  and 
hated.  The  image  has  never 
left. 

It  followed  him  to  Qualicum 


Beach,  British  Columbia 
where  he  now  lives  and  fishes 
in  the  little  Qualicum  river, 
teaming  with  life,  a welcome 
respite  after  Toronto’s 
polluted  Don. 

Reincarnated  Uncle  Nathan 
takes  up  residence  as  a lovely 
but  brutal  steelhead  trout, 
roaming  this  B.C.  river  with 
his  harem  of  brides. 

An  alter  ego  for  Rosenblatt, 
uncle  Nathan  is  a 
cosmopolitan,  renewed  in  the 
freshness  of  the  stream.  He's  a 
tough  fighting  fish,  busy  lov- 
ing, busy  devouring. 

Rosenblatt  laughs  derisively 
as  he  claims  he  has  a natural 
rapport  with  these  fish  and  the 
other  animals  he  loves  to  an- 
thropomorphize in  his  poems 
and  drawings.  He  says  he’s 
“particularly  interested  in  the 
humane  element  of  the  animal 
kingdom  where  killing  is 
usually  only  for  survival. 
Man,  on  the  other  hand, 
especially  since  the  turn  of  the 
century  has  killed  millions  of 
people  for  mere  pleasure." 
This  fact  is  Rosenblatt’s  ar- 
tistic burden  but  he  doesn’t 
hold  himself  exempt  from  the 
human  race  he  so  sardonically 
castigates.  The  result  is  a 
grotesque  but  hilarious  vision 
of  aquatic  and  animal  life  that 
tells  us  a great  deal  about 
ourselves.  Don’t  miss  the  op- 
portunity to  see  the  work  of 
one  of  Canada’s  true 
originals.

Sees  danger  in 
language  used 
at  UN  assembly 

NEW  YORK,  April  18 
(JTA)  — Declaring  that  one  of 
the  lessons  to  be  learned  from 
the  Holocaust  is  that  “words 
have  consequences,"  Jeane 
Kirkpatrick,  the  United  States 
Ambassador  to  the  United  Na- 
tions, warned  of  the  dangers 
presented  to  Israel  as  a result 
of  the  “systematic  totalitarian 
assault  on  language  and  its 
meanings”  in  the  United  Na- 
tions. 

Creating  a parallel  between 
the  rise  of  Nazism  and  its  ef- 
forts to  discredit  European 
Jews  “as  subhuman,”  to  the 
sometimes  vitriolic  debates  in 
the  halls  of  the  UN, 
Kirkpatrick  noted  that  Palesti- 
nian Arabs  are  now  termed  the 
“Jews  of  the  Arab  world,  liv- 
ing in  a diaspora  and  that 
Israeli  are  “redefined  as 
Nazis.”  She  also  noted  that 
enemies  of  Israel  in  the  UN 
describe  Israeli  policy  on  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip  as 
acts  of  “genocide.” 

Kirkpatrick  said  she  has 
sometimes  been  “chided”  for 
her  objections  to  the  use  of 
such  inflamatory  language  at 
the  UN.  “But  be  assured,  that 
as  representative  of  the  United 
States  in  the  United  Nations.  1 
do  mind  and  will  go  on  min- 
ding,” she  declared.
